SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


A CAPTIVE balloon is to bo used at tha 


Paris Obsorvfttory i'or making meteoro- 
logical observations at a higlit of. a mila 
and a half above tlio surface of the earth, 


A KussiA.N-'sai>rtJ!< offers tho novel but 


absurd hypothesis that hail is cosmioal 
origin, and is captured by our world in 
its journey through spaco in tho sama 
ivay that meteorites aro attracted to this 
planet. 


BALTJOONISTS have a unique method of 


talcing "soundings" to learn their dis- 
tance from tho earth when traveling in 
the aii- at night. A loud shout is given, 
and tho seconds aro counted until tho 
echo from tho ground is heard. From 
tho timo required for the return of tho 
sound it is easy to compute the hight of 
tho balloon. 


"Wnnx a drop of nitric acid is allowed 


to remain a few moments upon tho sur- 
face of a piece of metal, filed bright and 
clean, a pale ashy-gray spot is left if tho 
metal is wrought-iron, a brownish black 
if steel, a deep black if iron. Tho car- 
bon present in various proportions pro- 
duces tho differences in color. This is 
therefore considered a suro test. 


THE curious phenomenon of phos- 


phorescent ioe, observed in tho Arctic 
regions, has been described by J. Allen. 
Whenever tho observer saw a lump of 
ice shattered at night by tiio vessels car- 
rying him, ho perceived n curious light 
omitted by the frozen fragments. The 
light is very like that produced by break- 
ing a piece of sugar in the dark. 


Dn. SIEMENS commended tho open 


fire-place for its sanitary advantages. 
Unlike radiating stoves, it warms the 
xvalls and furniture of .r, room moro than 
tho air. 
If the air within a room is 


hotter than tho walls moisture condenses 
on tho latter causing mildew and fer- 
mentation, with resulting liability to 
disease on tlie part of the occupants of 
the room. 


MANY coffee drinkers have undoubtedly 


been disturbed by the widely-published 
theories of Dr. Bock, of Leipsic, who 
pronounces coffee- and tea to bo the chief 
causes of nervousness and peevishness so 
common in our timo. Upon this point, 
however, doctors disagree, and wo find 
Dr. Henry Segur arguing that the effects 
of those beverages aro far from injurious, 
As a remedial agent ho believes coffee to 
be of great value, while its use promotes 
digestion, and otherwise exerts a health- 
ful influence upon the sj-stem. 
To con- 


firm this belief ho points to the fact that 
habitual coffee drinkers are generally 
healthy, and live to a good old age. 


How greatly would human knowledge 


be narrowed had tho microscope never 
oxisited. Tho wonderful instrument has 
not only revealed the magnitude and im- 
portance of the unseen world about ns and 
shown many hidden marvels, but it has 
furnished a means of studying disease 
which will never cease to bs an inestim- 
able boon, It has shown that the animal 
body ia preyed upon by a variety of or- 
ganisms, producing disease, whoso cause 
would never have been suspected with- 
out its aid. The knowledge thus gained 
has in several instances led to tho dis- 
covery of methods of rendering tho at- 
tacks of tho minute parasites compara- 
tively harmless, thus conquering several 
dreaded maladies. Observations of this 
kind are only of a very recent date, but 
tho progress made has boon very remark- 
able. All epidemic or contagious dis- 
eases aro now believed to bo duo to 
microscopic organisms in tho blood, and 
it appears 
quite probable that M. 


Pasteur's plan of vaccination may ere 
long b'o" successfully applied to all ail- 
ments of this kind with tho result of 
greatly reducing their ravages. It is 
hoped that these new ideas concerning 
disease may soon lead to a material les- 
sening of the death rate from such wide- 
spread disorders as scarlet and typhus 
fevers and diphtheria. Truly great is 
the work of the microscope.

The Folly of Superstition. 


.cupcrstitipa owes its creation to the 


benighted ignorance of the 
darkest 


ages of the world, and it is now most 
cherished among the lowest grades of 
civilization. Just as the human race 
descends down the plane toward barbar- 
ism, superstition increases, aad where 
barbarism yet rules, superstition reigns 
with it. Superstition is simply ignorance, 
and its prevalence among enlightened 
peoples is one of the marvels of the ago 
to philosophic minds. The extent to 
which men and women of even tlio high- 
est culture are the slaves of foolish su- 
perstition is little known to the world, 
for most of its victims are slow to con- 
fees it; but here and there, when the 
inner life of some noted man or woman 
comes to the surface, there are few who 
are entirely free from its slavish exac- 
tions. 
Tho late 
President Garfield 


clouded his life almost daily by tho 
dreaded results ho anticipated from im- 
aginary cycles of days and years, and 
from days or anniversaries which he 
clothed with fateful moment; and now 
tho sad story of the once petted child of 
song, Caroline Paehings, tells how tho 
unlucky thirteen shaped tho many mis- 
fortunes of her Inter life. 


There are ranny otherwise intelligent 


men and women who would not enter- 
tain the idea of commencing an import- 
ant enterprise, of starting on a journey, 
of moving into a new house, or making 
marriage engagement or of deciding 
anything of vital interest in their lives, 
on'Friday. It is the accepted unlucky 
day of ignorance everywhere, and it is 
regarded us unlucky by tuousimcls of in- 
telligent people who hesitate to avow it. 
It was universal hangman's; day oven in 
Pennsylvania 
until Governor Curtain 


gravely offended tho bigots of tlie State, 
only within the last scure of years, by 
fixing any and every day iu the week for 
tho execution of criminals, and since 
then no Executive has ventured to re- 
lapse into the ignorant superstition that 
fixed unlucky Friday for capital execu- 
tions. In point of fact, there are just as 
many successful onte; prises conceived 
and decided upon on Friday as on any 
other daj' of tlie week, aud there are 
quite as many failures and misfortunes 
justly chargeable to every other day in 
tho week as to Fiidny; but the Friday 
misfortunes aro remembered and im- 
pressed by tho "I told you so" sympa- 
thizers, while the other days which give 
birth to disasters are forgotten. Since 
the world was, no venture miscarried or 
no movement brought sorrow, because 
it had Friday for its natal day. 
When 


semi-barbarians were guided by tho de- 
crees of their imaginary gotis, they may 
have been unnerved by days which wero 
decreed as accursed, but it was not the 
fault of Friday; it was tho fault of blind 
ignorance. 


Equally ignorant and inexcusable aro 


tho common superstitions which shadow 
with death the life that sits down to feast 
with thirteen, or that crosses a funeral 
train. 
If thirteen persons sit down to 


dine, it is not at all improbable that one 
or more of the number may die within a 
twelvemonth, and those who have been 
curious enough to note results, doubtless 
can furnish many instances to excuse 
the superstition ; but no man or woman 
over yet died any sooner or later because 
ho or she dined with the number thir- 
teen, unless a row at dinner resulted in 
carving some of the guests, or tlie seeds 
of death were planted by tho excesses 
that destroy in all numbt-rs. 
And the 


same ratio of death would be proved in 
ar.y greater or less number either at 
dinner, or at pluy or in any of the count- 
less social or business walks of life ; but 
tho superstition that glonts over statis- 
tics whif.li give plausibility to its exist- 
once, notes the thirteen at dinner with 
scrupulous care, and omits to notice tho 
deaths iu dinner parties oi' six, or twenty, 
or lifly, and omits, also, tc note tho 
deaths which make gaps in every gath- 
ering of mankind. Equally absurd is 
the superstition that to cross a funeral 
train is an omen of evil. Tho ignorance 
of barbarism had its widest field for su- 
perstition in everything pertaining to 
death and the grave, and it has made 
the coflin, tlio train and tho burial ground 
horrible with its inventions ; but no one 
has ever shortened his or her days by 
crossing a fuucral train or by any other 
accidental association with the dead, un- 
less exhaustion, contagion or silly im- 
agination did the work.— Philadelphia 
Times.

That the poles on the business portion 


of Main and Milwaukee streets shall be 
painted. That all poles shall be erected 
in such a manner and located in such 
places as not to obstruct the public use 
of any public street, highway or alley. 
That the lower wires on all poles on the 
business portions of Main and Milwau- 
kee streets shall be twenty-four feet from 
the ground, and on all other streets at 
least twenty feet from the ground. 
That 


the Council shall have the power for 
cause at any time to order the removal of 
any pole or poles that may be in a posi- 
tion that interferes with tho proper use 
of any street, highway or alley. If at any 
time tho Council desire to erect a tire 
alarm system, tho city shall have the 
right to place the wires for said system 
on the telephone poles, free of charges 
or expense. 
That said Wisconsin Telephone Com- 


pany, before commencing work, shall file 
a written acceptance of the above condi- 
tions with the City Clerk. 


The council the adjourned. 
The Judiciary Committee were busy 


to-day, engaged in canvassing the views 
of citizens and members of the Council, 
for the purpose of agreeing upon a means 
of settling tha existing difficulty. 
The 


committee held a long conference with 
President Haskins, and at about noon to- 
day, a compromise had been effected. A 
special meeting of tho Council is to meet 
at -i o'clock tlrs afternoon, when a reso- 
lution will pass similar to the above, with 
only a few slight modifications. 


According to the agreement between 


the Judiciary committee aud President 
HaskinB, the city is to pay for their tele- 
phones at family rates instead of the reg- 
ular business rates, and are to retain a 
supervisory control over tho poles and 
wires, designating where poles shall bo 
placed and when removed, it being un- 
derstood that none will' be removed ex- 
cept when they should become a nui- 
sance. The city is also to have the privi- 
lege of stretching fire alarm 
telegraph 


wires on the poles should it bo so desired.

OBITUARY. 


JACOB WEST. 


A little before sunset on the twelfth 


day of July, 1882, died iu Evansvillo, 
Jacob West, aged 70 years, four months 
and six days. Though ha had passed the 
three score years and ten allotted to man, 
not until recently did he lay down the 
business of life; but disease and infirmi- 
ties did not dim the clearness of his 
mind, which retained its vigor till almost 
the last hour. 


His life has been one of quiet useful- 


ness, and for the last forty-two years ho 
has been connected with this village and 
its interests in some prominent manner; 
and his influence has been a strong and 
a good factor in moulding the anti-liquor 
sentiment which lias ever been the pride 
of the place. He came from Champaign 
county, Ohio, in 1840 and settled io what 
is now the eastern part of the village 
of . Evansville; 
with others 
whose 


memories are still honared, he assisted 
in forming the first church society in the 
place, which held the numberd 27 mem- 
bers. From 1850 until the day of his 
death (excepting seven years he was Jus- 
tice of the Ponce,) aud ho was a peace- 
maker in many ways — it was no uncom- 
mon thing for' acquaintances and neigh- 
bors to come to him for advice, in many 
affairs which pertained not to the law, 
but to the luwof kindness, and no one 
failed to find in him a judicious counsel- 
lor and a true friend. HB held the posi- 
tion of postmaster from 1855 to 1858; was 
town clerk from 1857 to 1867. In 1861 he 
wua appointed U. S. Assistant Assessor
